ANOMATHECA  CRUENTA. 


NOMATHECA  cruenta  is  an  elegant  lit- 
tle Iridaceous  bulbous  flower  from  South 
Africa.  It  has  slender,  grass-like  foli- 
age, and  bears  rich,  carmine-crimson, 
tubular  flowers  in  loose  clusters  at  the  sum- 
mit of  wiry  stems.  Its 
fancied  resemblance  to 
a  Freesia  has  given 
rise  to  the  common 
name  of  "Scarlet  Free- 
sia", sometimes  ap- 
plied to  it. 

The  bulbs  are  hardy 
at  the  South,  but  at 
the  North  should  be 
lifted  and  kept  dry  and 
free  from  frost  during 
the  winter.  In  bed- 
ding select  a  rather 
sunny  border  of  po- 
rous, sandy  soil,  and 
set  the  bulbs  about  five 
inches  deep.  As  warm 
weather  approaches 
mulch  the  bed  with 
stable  litter,  and  apply 
water  freely  to  it  in 
time  of  drouth.  Lift 
and  store  the  bulbs 
when  frost  comes  in 
the  autumn.  When 
grown  in  the  garden 
the  flowers  are  pro- 
duced during  August 
and  September. 

The  more  popular 
method  of  cultivating  the  Anomatheca  cru- 
enta, however,  is  in  pots.  Five  ,  or  six  bulbs 
are  set  an  inch  deep,  in  a  five-inch  pot  of 
light,  porous  soil,  well  firmed.  After  water- 
ing the  pot  is  placed  in  a  cool,  dark  closet  till 
roots  form,  then  it  is  brought  to  the  window, 
where  the  plants  will  develop  and  bloom  d;ir-

ing  the  late    winter    and  spring  months. 

Propagation  may  be  eff'ected  by  seeds  or  by 
division  of  the  bulbs,  just  as  its  relatives,  the 
Freesias,  are  propagated,  and  like  them  the 
seedlings  are  sensitive  to  any  disturbance 
while  growing.  The  pans  should  therefore 
be  thinly  planted,  and  left  undisturbed  till 
the  plants  bloom,  usually  the  second  season. 

Hydrangeas. — These  should  be  given  a 
sunny  place,  plenty  of  root  room,  and  plenty 
of  water  wliile  growing.  Every  spring  cut 
them  back  severely,  and  encourage  the 
growth  of  vigorous  young  shoots,  which  will 
bear  the  large  heads  of  bloom.  For  the  lawn 
large  plants  can  be  produced  in  two  or  three 
years  by  shifting  into  larger  vessels  as  soon  as 
the  roots  begin  to  crowd.  A  half-barrel  is  not 
too  large  to  accommo- 
date a  lawn  specimen, 
and"  if  kept  thorough- 
ly watered  they  will 
make  a  fine  display 
throughout  the  season. 
In  the  fall  these  plants 
can  be  removed  to  a 
frost-proof  place  and 
kept  in  a  resting  state 
through  the  winter, 
applying  water  enough 
to  keep  the  roots  in 
good  condition. 

When  grown  in  the 
house  for  spring  bloom- 
ing small,  young  plants 
are  preferable.  Cut- 
tings six  inches  long 
should  be  taken  from  a 
healthy,  outdoor  plant, 
the  lower  leaves  re- 
moved, and  each  cut- 
ting inserted  three 
inches  deep  in  sandy, 
porous  soil.  Keep^ 
moist  and  in  the  shade, 
and  roots  will  soon 
form,  when ,  the  cut- 
tings should  be  potted 
singly  in  six-inch  pots 
of  turfy  loam;  manure  and  sand,  using  good 
drainage.  In  a  few  days  give  them  all  the  sun 
possible,  and  never  let  them  suffer  for  water. 
Keep  in  a  cool  place  till  Christmas,  then  bring 
to  the  plant  window.  To  grow  these  plants 
on,  shift  into  nine-inch  pots  after  the  flowers 
fade,  and  prune  severely. 
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Editorial. 


Azaleas.— Azaleas  that  have  been  brought 
into  bloom  early  in  spring  should  be  repotted 
in  larger  pots  as  soon  as  their  flowers  fade.  A 
root-bound  plant  is  liable  to  become  denuded, 
its  leaves  turning  brown  and  dropping  off. 
The  plants  should  be  given  a  cool,  shady- 
place  during  summer,  and  regular  weekly 
syringing  should  be  attended  to  that  the  red 
spider  may  not  become  troublesome.  During 
winter  keep  the  plants  in  a  temperature  just 
above  freezing,  and  water  regularly  but  not  too 
liberally.  When  you  wish  to  start  the  devel- 
opment of  the  buds,  give  them  more  light, 
heat  and  water. 

liOplos.yiie.— This  is  a  genus  of  American 
composite  plants  allied  to  Coreopsis,  and  the 
species  are  classed  by  Benthan  and  Hooker 
with  Coreopsis.  L.  maritima  grows  three  feet 
high,  bearing  deeply  cut  foliage  and  show}' 
yellow  flowers.  L.  Still mani  grows  about 
eighteen  inches  high  and  also  produces  yel- 
low flowers  upon  long  stems.  The  flowers  of 
both  species  arc  excellent  for  cutting.  The 
j)lant8  of  L.  Stillmani  begin  to  bloom  in  about 
Ave  weeks  after  the  seeds  arc  sown,  and  the 
flowers  sliould  be  freely  cut  to  prevent  seed 
formation  and  prolong  the  blooming  period. 

Ilyhriflixiii^.— In  hybridizing  the  an- 
thers of  the  flower  to  be  treated  are  removed 
before  they  l;ccome  fully  developed,  and  the 
flower  is  ])rotected  from  insects  ov  tying  pa- 
per or  mosriuito  netting  over  it.  JOvcry  day  it 
IS  examined,  and  as  80f>n  as  the  pistil  shows 
moisture  or  a  viscid  fluid  upon  the  stigma,  it 
is  dusted  with  pollen  from  the  other  flower 
you  wish  to  use  in  crossing.  The  flower  is 
then  ncrnin  covered  with  the  paper  or  screen, 
iud  kept  so  until  the  seeds  rijien. 


EOR  winter-blooming.  Carnations  should  be 
started  from  seeds  or  cuttings  early  in  the 
spring.  The  florists'  Carnations  are  all 
-  started  from  cuttings,  mostly  taken  in 
February  and  March.  The  amateur  will  find 
it  better  to  buy  young  plants  of  these  than  to 
start  them.  They  should  be  set  out  nine  inch- 
es apart  in  a  sunny  bed  in  the  garden,  as  early 
as  you  set  out  early  cabbage.  Keep  the 
ground  well  cultivated  to  encourage  a  vigor- 
ous growth.  The3^  like  the  cool,  moist  weath- 
er of  spring,  and  soon  become  strong  plants. 
When  blooming  shoots  develop  pinch  them 
off",  and  thus  promote  a  thick  bunchy,  growth. 
Go  over  the  plants  every  week  and  remove 
the  bud-stems  that  push  up.  Give  this  work 
attention  till  in  September,  then  lift  the  plants 
carefully  and  pot  them  in  six-inch  pots,  using 
a  compost  of  turfy  loam,  rotted  manure  and 
sand,  well  mixed.  See  that  the  drainage  is 
thorough,  and  in  potting  firm  the  soil  well 
with  the  thumbs.  Keep  them  shaded  for  a  few 
daj'S,  then  expose  graduallj'  to  the  sun,  giving 
them  a  sunny  window  as  the  cold  weather  ap- 
proaches. Syringe  often  and  water  thorough- 
ly everj'  time  the  soil  dries. 

The  Chabaud  Carnations  are  about  the  best 
for  winter-blooming  in  the  amateur's  window. 
Sow  the  seeds  of  these  in  seed  boxes  in  April, 
and  when  the  plants  are  large  enough  bed 
them  out  in  a  sunny  border.  In  September 
pot  them  and  give  them  the  treatment  rec- 
ommended for  florists'  Carnations.  They 
bloom  freely,  and  under  favorable  conditions 
are  among  the  most  satisfactory  of  window 
plants,  being  graceful  in  foliage,  and  the  flow- 
ers very  double,  of  many  bright  colors  and 
deliciouslj'  fragrant. 

Carnations  l$ur*»f iiis.— The  calyx  of 
some  varieties  of  Carnations  is  more  liable  to 
burst  than  that  of  others.  In  selecting  sorts 
for  planting,  therefore,  the  enterprising  flor- 
ist is  careful  to  get  such  as  are  free  or  almost 
free  from  the  bursting  habit.  When  grown 
outdoors  the  weather  sometimes  promotes 
the  bursting  tendency.  It  is  only  the  denselj' 
double  varieties  that  are  likely  to  burst,  and 
the  treatment  that  will  develop  the  largest 
and  most  double  flowers  is  the  most  likelj'  to 
develop  the  bursted  calyx. 

<'aiiiiaK. — Roots  of  these  are  sensitive  to 
cold,  and  if  planted  out  early  in  spring,  before 
they  are  sprouted,  will  sometimes  rot.  It  is 
better  to  start  them  in  boxes  in  the  window  or 
conservatory,  watering  sparingly  till  growth 
begins,  then  bed  out  as  soon  as  the  earth  be- 
comes warm. 

S:iiiH4'vi<'ra    7.<\>  Ianl<*a.— The  flowers 

of  this  plant  are  borne  in  a  raceme  a  foot  or 
more  high.  They  are  greenish-white  and  not 
very  attractive.  The  plant  is  prized  for  its 
oddly  marked,  erect,  succulent  foliage.  The 
plant  thrives  in  a  sandy  loam,  and  should  b« 
sparingly  watered. 
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HYACINTHS  FOR  BEDS.

HERE  is  no  spring  flower  more  admired 
-  as  a  bedding  plant  than  the  Single  Dutch 
Hyacinth,  and  none  more  easily  and  sat- 
isfactorily managed.     The  waxy,  deli- 


cate, bright-colored  flowers,,  borne  in  erect, 
compact  trusses  is  always  pleasing  to  the  eye, 
while  the  fragrance  they  emit  scents  the  en- 
tire atmosphere  of  the  garden,  and  is  a  spe- 
cial attraction.    Those  who  have 


seen  only  a  single  truss,  or  a 
group  of  mixed  blooming  Hya- 
cinths can  hardly  imagine  how 
beautiful  a  massed  bed  of  the 
separate  colors  is.  The  red  and 
white  and  blue  are  not  only  pa- 
triotic colors,  but  they  show  ad- 
mirably in  beds  of  Hyacinths, 
being  gorgeous  and  beautiful. 
Such  a  bed  is  artistically  repre- 
sented on  the  title  page  of  this 
Magazine,  but  no  matter  how 
skillful  may  be  the  artist,  Nature 
always  excels  when  displaying  a 


bed  of  blooming  Hyacinths. 

To  plant  such  a  bed  spade  up  the  soil  to  the 
depth  of  eighteen  inches,  enriching  it  with 
well-decayed  cow  manure,  and  making  it  por- 
ous by  mixing  in  a  large  amount  of  sharp  sand. 
Grass  sods  buried  under  a  foot  or  more  will 
beneflt  the  growth  of  the  flowers.  After  the 
bed  is  ready,  throw  out  from  the  surface  a  lay- 
er of  about  four  inches,  then  placing  a  stake 
in  the  center  and  using  a  twine  and  another 
stake  as  a  compass,  mark  off"  rows  six  inches 
apart,  and  begin  setting  the  bulbs,  placing 
them  six  inches  apart  in  the  rows.  For  the 
center  and  the  two  central  rings  nineteen 
bulbs  will  be  needed;  for  the  two  middle  rings 
forty-two  bulbs,  and  for  the  marginal  ring, 
thirty  bulbs,  or  ninety-one  bulbs  in  all.  After 
setting  cover  with  five  inches  of  the  rich,  pre- 
pared soil. 

For  the  most  aesthetic  effect  shades  of  red 
with  white  should  be  massed  together,  or 
shades  of  blue  with  white.  The  beautiful 
white  Hyacinth,  Baron  von  Thuyll,  is  one  of 
the  best  for  beds.  These  with  Gertrude,  light 
pink,  and  Roi  des  Beiges,  rich  crimson,  are 
very  eff'ective.  Or,  Baron  von  Thuyll,  white, 
La  Peyrouse,  light  blue,  and  King  of  Blues, 
dark  blue,  make  a  pleasing  contrast. 

These  bulbs,  large  blooming  size,  ranging 
from  sixteen  to  eighteen  centimeters  in  cir- 
cumference, may  be  obtained  from  dealers  at 
about  $5.00  for  the  lot  of  ninety-one  bulbs.  Or, 
the  smaller  size,  ranging  from  twelve  to  four- 
teen centimeters  in  circumference,  will  cost 
only  |3.00.  All  of  these  bulbs  are  sure  to 
bloom,  and  either  size  will  make  a  fine  effect, 
but  the  larger  bulbs  will  produce  the  larger, 
finer  trusses.  Some  prefer  the  smaller  size, 
bowever,  as  the  bulbs  will  increase  in  size 
from  year  to  year  for  several  years,  and  the 
display  of  flowers  is  increased  accordinglv. 

Many  of  the  Hyacinth  varieties  are  subject 
to  disease,  and  quickly  rot  and  disappear  af- 


ter the  first  season  of  bloom.  Those  named, 
however,  are  of  the  hardier  kinds,  and  wiD 
mostly  last  for  several  years,  even  when  not 
lifted.  When  the  bulbs  are  taken  up  after 
the  foliage  begins  to  fade,  dried  off"  and  stored 
in  a  cool  cellar  till  planting  time  in  the  fall, 
they  will  do  service  for  many  seasons,  becom- 
ing finer  every  succeeding  year.  Plant  in 
October,  in  a  sunny  exposure,  cover  the  bulbs 
five  inches  deep,  tread  the  soil  till  firm,  then 
about  Christmas  cover  the  bed  with  stable 
litter.  Do  not  remove  the  litter  till  severe 
frosts  are  past  in  the  spring,  and  the  tops  be- 
gin to  push  through.  V/hen  in  bloom  avoid 
pulling  the  trusses.  They  break  at  the  bulb 
and  cause  the  bulb  to  rot.  Cut  the  stems 
above  the  ground  with  a  sharp  knife. 

Considerable  space  is  here  taken  to  urge  the 
culture  of  Hyacinths  in  beds,  because  they 
are  among  the  most  satisfactory  of  bulbous 
flowers,  and  because  the  few  dollars  spent  for 
the  bulbs  will  be  more  than  repaid  in  the 
beauty  and  fragrance  of  the  flowers,  and  the 
pleasure  they  afford  to  all  who'  see  them.  It 
is  to  be  hoped,  therefor,  that  many  of  the 
Magazine  readers  will  take  the  advice  of  the 
Editor,  and  plant  at  least  a  small  bed  of  Hya- 
cinths this  autumn. 

Propagating  Clematis.  —  Clematis 
plants  are  propagated  from  seeds,  cuttings, 
grafts  and  layers.  The  seeds  are  tardy  in 
starting,  requiring  from  three  months  to  three 
years  to  germinate.  Fresli  seeds,  those  just 
gathered,  will  start  more  readily  than  seeds 
that  have  been  kept  for  a  while.  Cuttings  of 
the  young  shoots  start  without  diflaculty  in 
moist  sand,  in  a  moist  warm  temperature. 
Give  plenty  of  light,  but  avoid  direct  sunshine 
and  draughts  of  wind.  For  grafting  roots  of  C. 
flammula  are  mostly  used.  Bits  of  root  are 
split  open,  the  scions  inserted,  then  tied  with 
matting,  and  the  graft  plunged  or  potted,  and 
treated  as  you  would  treat  a  cutting.  Layers 
are  almost  sure  to  start.  Simply  scrape  the 
bark  of  the  branch,  bend  it  and  cover  the 
scraped  part  with  soil.  The  layer  will  be  root- 
ed and  ready  to  part  from  the  parent  plant 
and  transplant  the  following  spring. 

Stove  Plants.— What  are  known  as  Stove 
Plants  are  those  from  tropical  countries  that 
will  not  endure  the  temperature  of  the  green- 
house. They  must  be  grown  in  glass  houses 
kept  at  a  warmer  temperature,  and  these  are 
known  as  hot-houses,  or  stoves,  and  the  plants 
are  therefore  known  as  Stove  Plants.  Many 
Stove  Plants  do  well  in  the  ordinary  green- 
house in  summer,  but  when  cold  weather 
comes  they  soon  become  chilled  and  their 
death  follows. 

Easter  luily  After  Blooming.—After 

the  Easter  Lily  blooms  and  the  leaves  begin 
to  fade  give  it  less  water,  and  partially  dry  it 
off.  Keep  the  soil  moist,  however,  to  promote 
the  health  of  the  bulb.  Towards  fall  new  soil 
mav  take  the  place  of  the  old  surface  soil,  and 
the" bulb  started  by  again  watering  liberally. 
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BULBS    FRO:?I    THE  AZORE 


HE  Azore  Islands  consist  of  three  groups, 
situated  in  the  North  Atlantic  Ocean  a- 
bout  eight  hundred  miles  off  the  coast  of 
Portugal.  They  are  of  volcanic  charac- 
ter, and  abound  with  hot  springs,  gushing 
springs  and  lava  rock,  and  the  waters  and  rock 
are  largelj^  impregnated  with  sulphur.  They 
have  been  inhabited  for  many  centuries,  and 
the  chief  industry  is  the  culture  of  Oranges, 
Figs,  Grapes,  and  other  tropical  fruits.  Flores, 
an  island  of  one  of  the  groups  was  so  named 
because  of  the  great  variety  and  abundance  of 
its  wild  flowers,  and  the  soil  of  all  the  islands 
with  the  favorable  Jclimate  is  said  to  develop 
vegetation  marvelously,  and  especially,  flow- 
ers and  fruits. 

These  remarks  are  made  to  introduce  a  land 
which  may  in  a  few  yeai^  become  noted  for 
its  production  of  flowering  bulbs,  particular- 
ly Callas,  Freesias  and  Easter  Lilies.  It  is 
claimed  by  dealers  that  the  Azores  are  the 
home  of  these  flowers,  and  that  they  grow 
naturally  upon  the  mountains  and  in  the  val- 
leys there.  Whether  this  be  true  or  not,  it  is 
a  fact  that  the  bulbs  that  come  from  there 
are  of  superior  quality,  being  almost  perfect- 
ly developed  and  free  from  disease.  The  Cal- 
las from  California  and  other  countries  which 
have  been  dealt  in  during  the  past  years,  have 
been  subject  to  a  dry  rot,  and  if  the  tubers  are 
kept  out  of  the  ground  for  many  weeks  they 
will  become  affected  to  such  a  degree  as  to  be 
worthless. 

The  Azore  Callas  do  not  seem  to  be  so  affect- 
ed. The  tubers  are  fleshy,  show  a  vigorous 
crown,  and  start  readily  when  planted.  They 
may  be  kept  for  a  long  time  if  properly  cared 
for,  without  danger  of  impairing  their  health 
and  vigor.  They  can  also  be  depended  upon 
to  produce  the  finest  flowers. 

The  rreesia  bulbs  from  the  Azores  surpass 
any  grown  elsewhere.  The  mammoth  bulbs 
are  three  inches  or  more  in  circumference, 
while  the  common  size  measures  from  one  and 
a  half  to  three  inches  around.  Such  bulbs  are 
sure  to  produce  strong  stalks  and  big  clusters 
of  bloom.  The  Longiflorum  Lilies  are  free 
from  disease,  and  also  of  fine  size.  The  Har- 
risii  Lilies  are  not  yet  offered,  but  will  doubt- 
less be  ready  for  market  in  the  course  of  an- 
other year. 

This  new  industry  in  the  Azore  Islands  is 
due  to  the  enterprise  of  a  Bermuda  bulb  grow- 
er, who  emigrated  there  several  years  ago, 
when  the  disease  so  affected  the  Lilies  of  Ber- 
muda. He  found  the  soil  and  climate  just 
right  for  the  growth  of  the  flowers  mostly 
produced  in  Bermuda,  and  his  exportntions, 
begun  last  year,  have  been  greatly  increased 
the  present  season.  The  bulbs  and  tubers 
grow  there  almost  without  attention,  and  the 
smile  of  nature  is  enlarging  his  trade  and  en- 
riching his  pocket.  We  predict  that  when 
his  success  is  known  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  growers  will  make  the  bulb  industry  of 


those  islands  an  important  one,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  quality  of  the  bulbs  used  by 
florists  and  amateurs  will  be  materially  en- 
hanced because  of  it. 

Oriiitliogaliim.  —  The  well-known  Sea 
Onion  is  a  member  of  the  Lily  family,  and  is  sci- 
entifically classed  as 
Ornithogalum  cauda- 
tum.  It  is  a  half-har- 
dy plant  readily  in- 
creased from  bulblets, 
which  are  produced 
along  the  sides  of  the 
large  bulb.  It  is  curi- 
ous because  of  its 
long,  narrovv-  tail-like 
leaves,  which  are 
sometimes  rolled  up 
and  tied  with  a  bright 
ribbon  for  ornament-  orxithogalum. 
al  effect.  The  bulb  occasionally  throws  up  a 
stalk  several  feet  high,  bearing  hundreds  of 
small  greenish-white  flowers.  The  common 
Ornithogalum  umbellatum,  a  hardy,  spring- 
blooming  plant,  and  the  O.  Arabicum,  half- 
hardy,  and  largely  used  for  wiHter-blooming 
in  pots,  are  also  desirable  species. 

Fertilizers.— Horse  manure  is  an  excel- 
lent fertilizer.  It  abounds  with  ammonia, 
one  of  the  most  active  elements  in  the  growth 
of  plants.  Manure  from  the  cowpen  and  hen- 
house will  make  a  good  liquid  fertilizer,  but 
must  be  cautiously  used.  A  half-bushel  meas- 
ure of  the  former  should  make  a  barrel  of  liq- 
uid, while  a  fourth  of  that  amount  of  the  lat- 
ter will  make  a  strong  liquid  for  plants.  It  is 
always  well  to  use  some  judgment  in  applying 
any  fertilizer. 

Paiisies.— The  most  beautiful  Pansies  are 
those  which  bloom  in  early  spring,  and  the 
best  time  to  start  such  plants  is  during  early 
autumn.  The  plants  will  then  come  into 
bloom  in  October,  will  endure  the  winter  safe- 
ly, and  become  handsome  specimens  in  tlie 
spring.  Most  of  the  plants,  too,  will  yield  a 
delicious  fragrance.  Sow  the  seeds  where  the 
plants  are  to  stand  during  winter  and  bloom 
during  the  spring. 

AMparat;iiN  Spreiiajeri.— This  Aspara- 
gus is  usually  propagated  from  seeds,  but  may 
be  increased  sparingly  by  divisions  of  the 
roots.  The  plant,  as  it  grows,  should  be  given 
a  larger  pot,  or  vessel,  one  that  will  accommo- 
date the  roots  and  promote  a  vigorous  growth. 
It  is  better  to  do  this  than  to  remove  the  tu- 
bers, which  must  necessarily  reduce  the  plant 
accordingly. 

To  Uvi  Bid  of  Wliilo  Flies. -Place 
papers  or  a  cloth  .screen  around  the  window 
infested  with  white  flics,  and  dust  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  window  thoroughly  with  pyre- 
thrum  powder.  Two  or  three  effectual  appli- 
cations at  intervals  of  three  days  will  eradi- 
cate the  pest. 
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Trees  and  Shrubs.

'HERE  there  are  so-  many  beautiful 
Roses,  each  rose  or  bud  has  some  point 
in  its  favor,  but  for  cut  flowers  the 
buds  are  preferred  to  the  full  blown 
In  some  Roses  the  buds  are  most  beau- 
tiful while  the  full  blown  roses  are  insignifi- 
cant, possessing  little  or  no  beauty ;  in  others 
the  buds  possess  little  or  no  merit,  while  the 
fall  blown  flowers  are  faultless  in  form  and 
coloring.  In  selecting  rose  buds  for  cut  flow- 
ers preference  should  be  given  to  the  long, 
pointed  buds,  and  those  that  are  of  firm  text- 
ure, and  that  are  borne  on  long  stems.  Where 
the  buds  are  in  clusters  there  are  always  a 
number  of  undeveloped  buds  destroyed  in 
cutting  them  with  long  stems,  and  then  they 
are  not  as  attractive  as  those  that  are  borne 
one  on  a  stem.  In  all  the  long  list  of  beauti- 
ful pink  rose  buds,  there  is  nothing  that  can 
com;^^yare  with  Maman  Cochet.  The  buds  are 
borne  on  long  stems,  are  long  and  elegantly 
pointed,  and  this  Rose  is  perfect  in  both  bud 
and  full  blown  flower.  The  old  and  well- 
known  Marie  Guillott  has  beautifully  pointed, 
crean?y  white  buds,  and  the  full  blown  flow- 
ers are  also  perfect  here.  The  buds  of  Perle 
des  Jar  dins  and  Golden  Gate  are  exquisite 
yellows,  and  are  beautifully  formed.  The 
first  named  is  very  much  like  the  Marechal 
Niel,  but  blooms  much  more  abundantly. 
Papa  Gontier  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  crim- 
son Roses,  the  buds  being  long  and  perfectly 
formed,  but  the  full  blown  flowers  are  very 
insigniflcant,  being  semi-double,  and  the  open 
petals  have  not  the  intense  coloring  of  the 
buds.  The  pure  snow-white  buds  of  Niphetos 
are  much  grown  by  florists  for  cut  flowers ; 
they  possess  every  requisite  of  a  perfect  rose- 
bud. Souvenir  de  President  Carnot  is  a  com- 
paratively new  Rose,  and  this  is  an  almost 
perfect  Rose.  The  buds  are  borne  on  long 
stems,  are  long  and  pointed  and  the  petals 
of  heavy  texture.  In  color  this  is  a  dainty 
shade  of  rosy  blush,  and  is  altogether  an  ex- 
quisite rose.  The  plant  is  of  sturdy  growth, 
and  the  flowers  have  a  most  delightful  fra- 
grance. A  rosebud  that  is  perfect  in  form 
and  coloring  will  not  be  much  appreciated  if 
the  most  essential  part — the  fragrance — is 
lacking.  I  find  that  thick-petaled  Roses  are 
much  more  lasting  than  the  thin-petaled 
sorts.  Laura  Jones.

The  €amplior  Tree.  —  Cinnamonum 
CampLora,  is  a  neat,  shapely  plant,  and  has 
leaves  which  closely  resemble  those  of  Moun- 
tain Laurel,  and  from  its  bark,  by  boiling,  is 
produced  the  camphor  of  commerce.  Young 
plants  may  be  raised  from  seeds  by  waiting 
three  months  for  them  to  germinate.

I T  OUR  or  five  years  ago,  in  the  fall,  I  sent 
iiil  to  the  florist  for  a  dozen  of  Shrubs  of 
[  I  his  selection.  Among  those  received 
was  a  tiny  Calycanthus  just  about 
ten  inches  in  length.  I  had  no  idea  what  it 
was.  I  went  to  the  catalogue,  found  it  was 
something  desirable,  and  planted  it  east  of  the 
house,  not  far  from  the  front  porch  where  the 
rain  dripped,  what  little  we  did  have.  It  was 
near  other  shrubs,  but  season  after  season  was 
so  dry  and  so  many  hot  winds  that  I  thought 
the  Calycanthus  dead  and  I  would  harbor  it 
no  longer.  I  went  to  it,  gave  it  a  severe  jerk, 
but  it  wouldn't  come.  I  went  off  in  disgust, 
and  from  that  time  on  it  began  to  grow  and 
has  grown  ever  since.  I  mulch  it  in  the  fall. 
Treat  it  the  same  as  a  Rose,  sometimes  water- 
ing it  with  soap  suds.

Stick  Liiqitorice.  —  The  plant  from 
which  Liquorice  is  obtained  is  a  herbaceous 
shrub,  with  peculiar  roots,  long,  pliant  and 
sweet  evergreen  leaves  and  spiked  flowers. 
It  is  a  native  of  Southern  Europe  and  many 
parts  of  Asia ;  but  Spain  is  the  country  where 
it  is  very  especially  cultivated.  It  is  the  roots 
of  the  plant  which  supply  Liquorice,  a  sub- 
stance allied  to  sugar,  yellow,  transparent, 
and  soluble  in  water.  This  substance  is  of 
medicinal  value  in  any  irritation  of  the  throat 
or  lungs.  The  roots  of  this  shrub  are  much 
used  by  brewers  of  porter.  An  extract  is  ob- 
tained from  the  roots,  and  largely  imported 
into  this  country  under  the  name  of  Stick 
Liquorice.  L.  Lawrence.

and  those  with  miniature  or  cup4ike  trum- 
pets. A  good  representative  of  the  first  class 
is  Queen  Victoria,  a  new  variety  with  white 
perianth  and  large  golden  trumpet.  Similar 
to  it,  but  both  perianth  and  trumpet  yellow,  is 
the  Golden  Spur ;  another,with  sulphur-white 
perianth,  and  large,  fringed  sulphur-white 
trumpet  (see  engraving)  is  Pallidus  precox. 
The  flowers  of  this  sort  are  not  so  large,  but 


sirable  for  either  house  or  garden.  It  is 
known  as  the  white  Pyrenees  Daffodil. 
Awarded  a  first-class  certificate  of  merit  by 
the  Royal  Horticultural  Society. 

Of  the  medium  Trumpet  or  Eucharis-flow- 
ered  class  the  one  known  as  Barri  conspicuus 
is  considered  the  finest.  It  is  shown  in  the  en- 
graving. The  divisions  of  the  perianth  are 
large  and  spreading  and  are  of  a  canary-yel- 
low color,  while  the  cup  or  trumpet  is  deep 
golden-yellow,  edged  with  rich  orange-scarlet. 
The  bulbs  are  of  good  size  and  bloom  very 
freely,  each  producing  two  or  three  flowers. 
Awarded  a  first-class  certificate  by  the  Regal 
Horticultural  Society. 

Of  the  miniature  trumpet  or  the  cup  Nar- 
cissus the  Poeticus  Burbidgei  is  one  of  the 
best.  It  is  an  early  variety,  blooming  fully  a 
month  before  the  type,  and  bearing  larger 
flowers,  and  usually  three  flowers  to  each  bulb. 
The  color  is  pure  white,  the  cup  edged  with 
orange-scarlet.  The  flowers  of  this  sort  are 
very  fragrant  and  showy.  The  bulbs  are  har- 
dy, and  for  pots  or  beds  the  variety  is  much 
prized. 

The  ease  with  which  Daffodils  may  be 
grown,  as  well  as  their  early  blooming  and 
charming  forms  and  colors  recommend  them 
to  all  who  grow  flowers  either  in  house  or  gar- 
den. A  few  varieties,  at  least,  should  have  a 
place  in  every  plant  collection.

^HEN  I  found  that  I  had  omitted  the  "fl. 
pi."  from  my  order  of  Hesperis  matron- 
alis,  and  instead  of  the  dear  old  double 
Sweet  Rocket,  had  received  just  what  I 
ordered— the  single  form — I  was  somewhat  dis- 
mayed, for  I  knew  nothing  of  the  species.  A 
comment  of  J.  B.  Keller's  in  a  prominent  hor- 
ticultural work  did  not  reassure  me.  "The 
ordinary  single  forms  are  not  worth  growing 

in  the  border,  but 
may  be  used  in 
wild  gardens," 
quoth  he. 

So  my  seeds  of 
Hesperis  were  rel- 
egated to  a  rather 
"wild"  looking 
spot  near  an  old 
building,  where, 
in  due  time,  the 
SWEET  ROCKET.  sccdlings  appear- 

ed, and  grew,  and  grew  amazingly  all  the  sea- 
son. Our  coldest  winter  weather  did  not  even 
bronze  their  coarse-looking  tufts  of  deep-green 
leaves,  and  early  in  the  spring  strong  flower- 
tjtems  began  to  push  up  from  their  centers. 
Each  plant  had  made  a  broad  top  about  three 
and  a  half  feet  high,  and  bore  many  flower- 
stems.  The  leaves  of  these  stems  were  not  so 
coarse  as  the  root-leaves. 

By  the  middle  of  April  they  were  in  full 
bloom,  and  so  much  did  they  resemble  the 
perennial  Phlox  in  general  appearance,  that 
quite  a  number  of  neighbors  asked  for  seeds 
of  my  Spring  Phlox.  The  flower-spikes  are 
looser,  lighter  and  more  graceful  than  those 
of  the  Phlox,  however;  the  flowers  are  four- 
petaled.  The  odor  is  delightful,  reminding 
3'ou  somewhat  of  the  lilacs,  and  carries  in  the 
evening.  Different  authorities  give  the  flow- 
ers of  this  plant  various  colors,  from  white 
through  pink  and  lilac  to  purple,  but  my  doz- 
en or  so  of  plants  showed  only  slightly  differ- 
ent shades  of  lilac. 

For  a  month  or  more  the  single  Rockets  were 
beautiful,  then,  supposing  th;it  of  course  this 
second  season  would  be  the  last  of  them,  I  cut 
or  pulled  away  the  tops  of  all  but  one  plant, 
left  to  mature  seeds.  With  the  next  rain  some 
of  the  roots  again  pushed  up  their  shoots,  and 
I  have  let  them  grow  to  see  what  next  I  may 
expect  of  this  generally  unappreciated  plant.

EXPERIENCE  WITH  SEEI>!$. 


^OON  after  the  first  of  May,  I  planted 
^*  Eschscholtzia  seeds  in  a  row  ten  feet 
L\  f)  long.  We  had  a  six-week  drouth,  and 
though  I  watered  copiously  almost  every 
day  for  four  weeks,  only  three  of  those  seeds 
germinated  during  that  time.  They  were 
about  two  inches  high,  when  a  drenching 
rain  came  on  and  continued  a  week.  When  I 
got  out  to  view  my  beds,  lo,  there  were  hun- 
dreds of  Eschscholtzias— the  row  was  fairly 
crowded !  Now,  why  wouldn't  they  come  up 
before  it  rained,  when  they  were  kept  moist 
all  the  time,  and  the  water  warmed  besides? 

Many  of  the  seeds  came  up  well  in  the 
house,  but  refused  to  grow  until  after  they 
were  transplanted.  Pansies,  especially,  stood 
stock  still  for  weeks,  though  put  outdoors  and 
faithfully  cared  for.  Since  the  rain  they  have 
grown  in  two  weeks  more  than  they  had  in 
the  six  weeks  previous. 

All  this,  though  I  cannot  explain  it,  goes  to 
show  that  we  are  too  apt  to  throw  the  blame 
on  the  wrong  shoulders  when  seeds  fail  to 
germinate.  Conditions  are  far  more  of  a  fac- 
tor in  successful  horticulture  than  is  generally 
supposed.  I  well  remember  an  instance  when 
1  bought  a  packet  of  feathered  Coxcomb  in 
March,  planted  it  carefully  in  a  box  of  fine 
earth,  set  it  near  the  stove,  did  everj-thing 
possible  to  ensure  germination,  then  awaited 
results.  At  the  end  of  eighteen  days  I  had 
nearly  made  up  my  mind  to  write  to  the 
florist  telling  him  his  seeds  were  no  good, 
when  it  occurred  to  me  to  try  again.  Using 
exactly  the  same  kind  of  earth,  and  treating 
them  in  precisely  the  same  way  as  before,  in 
less  than  a  week  they  were  up  by  the  hun- 
dreds, and  they  came  from  the  same  packet 
of  seeds  as  the  others.  Now  what  made  the 
difference? 

Moral : — Never  condemn  your  seedsman  un- 
til you  have  tried  your  seeds  at  least  three 
times,  and  don't  do  it  even  then;  for  if  one 
packet  in  twenty  fails,  you  have  the  other 
nineteen,  so  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  them  with 
all  your  heart,  and  give  the  delinquent  varie- 
ty a  new  trial  next  year.

— Wc  have  so  much  sun- 
shine and  so  little  rainfall  in  this  irrigated 
country  that  it  is  diflicult  to  get  fine  seeds  to 
germinate.  Placing  a  bottomless  Ijox  nround 
the  tiny  seed  bed,  keeping  the  ground  moist, 
and  shading,  which  is  easily  done  by  throw- 
ing a  gunny  sack  over  the  box,  will  helj)  won- 
derfully in  bringing  up  the  seeds.  It  is  not 
worth  while  to  waste  time  trying  to  get  up 
seeds  unless  one  is  willing  to  take  the  utmost 
pains  witli  them.

CAMASSIA  ESCUEENTA. 

"IrN  response  to  your  request  in  the  July 
I  number  for  reports  about  Camassia  escu- 
I  lenta,  I  would  say  that  I  have  been  ac- 
quainted  with  the  plant  for  more  than 
twenty  years  in  its  native  State,  and  it  is  just 
twenty-two  years  since  I  transplanted  the 
first  bulbs  into  my  dooryard.  A  few  days  ago 
I  noticed  along  the  roadway  some  Camassia 
plants  that  are  descendants  of  those  I  planted 
so  long  ago.  These  are  in  sandy  loam  with 
gravel  subsoil,  and  the  ground  gets  very  wet 
in  the  springtime,  as  the  water  from  surround- 
ing hills  forms  a  miniature  lake  here  that 
sinks  into  the  earth,  but  may  remain  on  the 
surface  for  several  days. 

Camassia  esculenta  grows  in  this  vicinity  on 
ground  that  is  very  wet  in  the  fall,  winter  and 
spring,  that  is  in  its  growing  season ;  but  gets 
very  dry  during  the  summer. 

As  to  cultivation,  my  plants  get  the  same 
care  in  every  respect  that  I  give  to  the  hardy 
Dutch  bulbs.  By  the  way,  one  of  the  largest 
bulbs  of  Camassia  esculenta  that  I  have  plant- 
ed came  with  a  lot  of  mixed  bulbs  from  Park. 
It  was  planted  very  late,  sometime  in  Decem- 
ber, as  I  recollect.  Like  many  of  the  other 
bulbs  planted  at  the  same  time,  it  did  not 
bloom  the  first  spring.  The  flowers  come  out 
dry,  as  Tulips  and  Narcissus  also  did.  But  the 
next  season,  and  every  season  since,  it  has 
bloomed  as  well  as  the  native  bulbs. 

Friends  to  whom  I  have  sent  bulbs  have  al- 
ways praised  the  lovely  "Camas",  and  I 
think  from  their  reports  they  must  do  better 
in  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  etc.,  than 
any  of  the  other  Pacific  coast  bulbs. 

In  the  garden  it  shows  best  in  masses.,  I 
like  to  see  it  in  beds  at  least  a  yard  wide,  and 
between  the  rows  of  bulbs  Clarkia,  Esch- 
scholtzia  or  some  of  our  pretty  Gilias  should 
be  planted.  They  will  give  a  carpet  of  green, 
and  show  off  the  tall,  slender  spikes  of  Ca- 
massia to  their  best  advantage.  As  soon  as 
the  flowers  fade  cut  off  the  flower  stem,  as 
ripening  seeds  exhaust  the  bulbs. 

I  am  pleased  to  see  this  plant  offered  for 
sale,  and  I  trust  many  of  the  Magazine  read- 
ers will  plant  freely  of  Camassia  next  fall, 
if  they  have  not  already  done  so.  I  have  one 
bed  of  mixed  bulbs  in  which  Scilla  Siberica, 
a  little  foreign  cousin  of  our  Camas  and  Hya- 
cinths, are  set  in  alternate  rows  with  bulbs  of 
Camas.  The  ends  of  the  bed  are  mixed  Nar- 
cissus, bordered  with  Chives.  The  sides  of 
bed  are  edged  with  Star  of  Bethlehem  (Orni- 
thogalum  umbellatum).  While  this  bed  is  not 
as  showy  at  any  time  as  a  bed  containing  one 
kind  of  flower  it  lasts  longer.

Its  favor- 
ite haunts  are  low  meadows  that  are  apt 
to  be  flooded  in  early  spring,  but  when  found 
blooming  the  latter  part  of  April,  or  early  in 
May,  it  is  growing  in  moist,  rather  than  wet 
soil.  This  beautiful  wildling  seems  to  be  the 
least  familiar  of  any  native  spring  flower,  and 
it  does  not  appeal  to  one's  imagination,  as 
does  the  Trillium,  Hepatica,  etc.  The  reason 
of  this  is  because  it  has  no  appropriate  or  flx- 
ed  name,  but  is  rather  known  by  several  ab- 
surd names,  such  as  Wild  Hyacinth,  None 
Such,  Blue  Bells,  etc.  The  color  of  its  droop- 
ing flowers  is  a  purple-blue,  while  the  buds 
show  a  shade  of  pinkish-lavender  or  blue. 
This  plant  develops  grandly  under  cultiva- 
tion. The  first  I  ever  saw  blooming  grew  in  a 
garden,  and  I  supposed  it  to  be  a  garden  plant. 
The  foliage  of  Mertensia  withers  away  soon 
after  blooming.  If  desired  for  cultivation  re- 
move in  spring  with  some  soil  adhering,  and 
it  will  not  mind  the  change.  I  went  into  a 
meadow  recently  v/here  grew  hundreds  of 
clumps  of  this  striking  wildling,  and  the  sight 
was  interesting  and  beautiful.

Get  Harebells,  Blue- 
bells, the  three  Violets,  Daisies,  Little 
Breeches,  Columbine,  Bloodroot,  Hepaticas, 
Indian  Turnips,  Crowsfoot,  Skunk  Cabbage, 
Wild  Smilax,  Ladies  Slipper  and  other  woods 
beauties.  Give  them  their  natural  soil  and 
position  and  your  wild  bed  will  increase  in 
beauty  everj^  year.

rious processes  will  be  shown  in  a  practical  way, 
and  the  "pretty  girls",  American  men  and  Cub- 
ans can  be  seen  at  work,  and  on  payment  of  the 
price  the  goods  "in  the  original  packages  may  be 
carried  away  in  any  quantity  desired."  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  the  exhibit  does  not  go  further, 
and  display  the  delightful  effects  the  various 
"goods"  have  upon  the  users.

BRIEF  A.XSJVJESS. 


Postage.— The  postage  on  packages  of  plants 
and  seeds  is  one  cent  for  each  two  ounces  er  frac- 
tion thereof— that  is,  anything  two  ounces  or  less 
will  cost  one  cent,  but  if  the  weight  exceeds  two 
ounces  in  the  least  degree  the  package  will  cost 
two  cents.  A  pound  will  thus  cost  eight  cents, 
and  four  pounds  thirty-two  cents.  Nothing  over 
four  pounds  can  be  sent  by  mail,  unl%ps  the  pack- 
age goes  to  Mexico,  England,  Germany  or  some 
country  that  has  parcels  post,  in  which  case  as 
much  as  eleven  pounds  can  be  mailed.  To  Cana- 
da the  postage  on  seeds^  plants  and  bulbs  is  one 
cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.  To  that 
country  there  is  a  tariff  on  in-coming  seeds  and 
plants,'  but  bulbs  are  admitted  free  of  duty.  The 
Canadian  tariff  proves  to  be  a  serious  barrier  in 
shipping  seeds  and  plants,  as  the  packages  are 
often  detained  at  the  custom  house,  and  in  many 
instances  they  are  lost  or  do  not  reach  their  des- 
tination In  no  case  should  any  writing  be  en- 
closed in  packages,  except  the  names,  which 
may  be  attached  to  the  seeds,  plants  or  bulbs  be- 
fore wrapping.  Any  further  communication  with 
the  person  addressed  should  be  sent  by  postal 
card  or  letter. 

Jasmine  grandiflorum.— In  pots  this  Jasmine 
will  usually  bloom  the  second  year  after  the  cut- 
ting is  started.  It  is  not  generally  a  free-bloom- 
ing plant,  however,  and  is  ofttimes  disappoint- 
ing, especially  on  account  of  the  enthusiastic  de- 
scriptions and  gorgeous  illustrations  found  in 
many  dealers'  catalogues. 

Bryophyllum.- This  plant  is  succulent,  and 
likes  a  sunny  place.  It  should  not  be  kept  very 
damp,  either  about  the  top  or  roots.  Watering 
it  too  freely  will  cause  its  ruin.  The  leaves  will 
produce  little  plantlets  around  the  margin  it  laid 
upon  moist  sand  in  a  shady  place. 

Calla  and  Castor  Oil.— A  Sister  in  Virginia  tried 
Castor  Oil  upon  her  Calla,  giving  it  two  tea- 
spoonfuls  once  a  week.  The  leaves  and  buds 
soon  rotted  off.

About  Lilies.— Mr.  Park:— Why  do  the  leaves 
fall  from  my  Auratum  Lily?  My  bulb  planted  in 
1897  had  five  very  large  blossoms.  Tlie  next 
spring  I  removed  it  to  a  sunny  location  and  plant- 
ed with  another  bulb.  They  grew  finely  and  this 
season  were  full  of  buds,  when  the  leaves  grew 
yellow  and  fell,  then  the  buds  dropped.  Does 
this  Lily  do  better  in  partial  shade?  Lilium 
Brownii  and  L.  longiflorum  grew  beside  the  Au- 
ratums  and  flowered  finely.  Has  any  one  had 
such  experience?  Mrs.  M.  L.  Cutler.

[Ans.— Most  of  the  Lilies  enjoy  partial  shade, 
especially  at  mid-day,  though  they  do  well  in  a 
sunny  bed  if  the  ground  is  stirred  and  given  a 
coating  of  stable  litter  ns  hot  weather  approach- 
es, in  order  to  keep  it  cool  and  moist.  When 
mulchinir  is  neglected,  and  the  ground  becomes 
dry  and  hot  the  plants  often  turn  yellow  and  the 
buds  fail  to  develop.  A  common  mistake  in 
planting  Lilie^,  too,  is  to  set  them  too  near  the 
surface.  Avoid  this.  The  bulbs  should  always 
be  planted  from  six  to  eight  inches  deep. 

Rose  Pests.— How  shall  we  prevent  the  bud- 
worm  and  a  small  worm  from  one-fourth  to  one- 
half  inch  long,  with  dark  head,  from  defoliating 
our  Roses.?— R.  B.  Arnold,  Mo. 

(Ans*— There  is  no  effective  remedy  for  the 
"bud-worm."  Tlie  other  pe.«it  is  probably  what  is 
known  as  the  rose  slug.  It  is  readily  destroyed 
by  syringing  with  hot  quas.sia-chips  tea,  or  by 
dusting  with  i)ure  hellebore.— Ed.]

When 
my  Norfolk  Pine  was  about  a  foot  high,  the  pot 
foil  and  the  stalk  was  broken  nearly  off.  My  first 
thought  being  a  woman— was  to  sit  down  and 
cry,  but  upon  second  thought  I  decided,  like  the 
boy  when  lightning  struck  the  house,  that  some- 
thing's "got  to  be  done,  and  that  quick."  So  I 
made  a  plaster  of  mud  and  bound  it  around  the 
fracture,  putting  a  strong  cloth  around  it  to  keep 
it  in  place.  I  kept  this  damp  for  some  time;  the 
broken  part  grew  together,  and  now  my  Pine  is 
a  fine  tree  three  feet  tall.  I  wonder  if  all  the  sis- 
ters know  that  milk  and  water  baths  are  good 
for  Palms?  They  bring  out  the  color,  make  the 
leaves  bright  and  glossy,  and  are  one  of  the  best 
tonics  for  an  unhealthy  Palm.      Florence  J.  B.

The 
colors  are  very  brilliant,  ranging  from  pure  yel- 
low and  cream,  blotched,  veined,  and  clouded 
with  red  and  crimson,  to  deep  blood-red,  and 
some  are  rose-colored,  some  pure  crimson  and 
some  bright  scarlet.  The  Winter  or  Evergreen 
Fern  is  from  one  to  four  feet  long,  and  the  large 
ones  three  inches  across.  The  hrst  flowers  to 
bloom  in  spring  are  the  beautiful  red  wild  Cur- 
rant, then  come  the  white  Triiiiums,  the  dainty 
Doliy  Flowers,  that  look  like  little  skirts  with 
slippers  peeping  out,  and  afier  these  the  purple 
Bells  and  Johnny-jump-ups,  and  the  tall  \  eliow 
Violets,  the  Fly  Flower,  Purple  Flag,  Wild  June- 
berry,  Wild  Honeysuckle  and  Wild  Anemone.
